NEW LOYALTIES 
WITH OLD 


In his stirring speech to the 
troops now on their way to 
Korea, Mr. Malcolm Mac- 
Donald said the expedition 
would be historic. It is, we 
believe, one of the very few 
spots in Asia on which British 
troops have not. hitherto scen 
action. They represent a 
very modest force indeed 
compared with the four or 
five Divisions of American 
troops, not to spéak of the 
South Korean forces, already 
on the battlefield. But the 
consequences of this first. ac- 
tion by United Nations“forces 
will also be historic, and in 
this making of history the 
British Commonwealth will 
play its relatively modest but 
gallant role.: 

Quite rightly in such a 
setting Mr. MacDonald em- 
phasised this aspect. The Eng- 
lish-speaking races form units 
in this wider international 
body. The Commonwealth 
itself, worldwide as it is and 
embracing as it, does, people 
of all races and climes, is 
nevertheless far less repre- 

| sentative than the United 
Nations, But our loyalties 
inevitably become stronger 
as we pet nearest the roots of 
this tall and spreading tree. 
Many of us greeted the de- 
cision to send British troops 
to join. the Americans and 
their allies in South Korea 
under the banner of the 
United Nations with relief. 
We had become very uncom- 
-fortable-as--we —watched-_the 
magnificent delaying action 
put up- by the American 
troops and their Korean allies; 
and as we knew that British 
‘troops were not there to help 
them. The~ fact that the 
Royal Navy and the Aus- 
tralian airmen were operating 
there almost from the first 
was some solace, but it wasn’t. 
enough. : 

It was, tod, a reversal of the 
order of things to which most 
of us in the past four decades 
had become accustomed.

Stalin's cniculations are worth 
remembering - In these anxious 
days, when alarming cstimates 
of Russhuyr armed strength are 
being exchnaged . across Parlla- 
mentary benches. For they, com- 
bined with American. superiority 
in the newest of all ficlds of 
power—atomic cnergy—are. our 
strongest hope -that, however 
dangerously Stalin and. his Coun- 
cll of Ministers may flirt with 
war, they will try to avold 
aupreme test of strength until 
daughters to help build the 
Great Republic. But, as one 
of the papers emphasised, 
more than blood unites us all. 
There is kinship of thought. 
Now once mare we are join- 
ed in a common purpose. The 
spoke of the 
sacrifices Britain has made, 
sometimes all alone, against 
the forces of evil, so as to pre- 
serve the liberty of the human 
spirit. Neither of us is any 
longer alone. 

If we still need American 
aid, which -has been given in 
so generous a measure, so 
America needs our effort to 
re-inforee her own, not mere- 
ly in Korea but all over the 
world.. Together we shall 
strive to settle the long con- 
flict between Asia and the 
West on a basis of true -co- 
operation, while at’ the same 
time , protecting. the great 
values of our own way of life 
in the West against the dan- 
gers that beset us, as it besets 
the nations of Asia in their re- 
awakening from the sleep of 
centuries. ae : 


While the loyalties closest 
to our own hearts are natural- 
ly uppermost at such a time, 


it is realised nevertheless that, 
‘a loyalty that was once given 


to an ideal, a hope, and at first 
a mere prayer, is now. to be 
arrayed with flesh and blood 
in what is the nucleus of a 


‘World Army under the Unit- 


ed Nations. It is becoming 
something with a body to it, 
and in due time a strong 
right arm with a fist at the 
end of it for aggressors and 
wrongdocrs. A new sccurity 


system _is being created in 


which every continent will be 
represented. Sooner or later 
the-men of the’ Indian sub- 
continent will be in it too, as 
the statesmen of India and 
Pakistan are with it in prin- 
ciple, though for reasons of 
statecraft mot in actual deed 


| as yet. 4 


A day or two ago India 
furnished a rather moving 
testimony to the living loyal- 
ties no mere political sever- 
ance ‘can’ expunge.

ly on the long haul. + 
Already in 1939, when he still 
hoped -to keep the Germans out 
of Russia by bargaining, he was 
Ircturing his people on the need 
for time. : P 
Speaking to the Communist 
Party Congress in.that year, he 
asked and answered Russia’s: 
most vital questions: > 
“In whnt respect are we lage 
ging behind the principal capl- 
talist countries? Econamicaily— 
that jis to say, in the volume of 
our industrial output per head 
of population....We have out- 
stripped them in technique of 
production and rate‘of industrial 
development. That Is good, but 
not good enough. We must out- 
strip them economically as well 
....To do that, we require time 
comrades, and no ttle time at 
that.” : 5 
In 1946 he retuined to his 
theme. Telling his people that 
the first post-war Five-Year 
Plan must. concentrate on heavy 
industry “because it was impos- 
sible to secure the country’s de- 
fence without that,’ he repeated 
his [deal targets, figures © that 
must have been familiar to his 
older listeners—50 ‘ million tons 
a yenr; 60 million 
tons of both steel and oll; 500 
million tons of coal. 


More plans 


Only the achievement cf those 
figures of output, “he said, cuuld 
guarantee the country agains 
necidents”. F : 

But even Stalin, hard driver of 
his team as he is, did not expect 
the Russians to reach those figures 
jn one Five-Year Plan. Three, if 
not more, further Five-Year Plang 
might be required, He could wait, 
provided ultimately his targets 
were reached.

But, cqually important, even 
the fulfilment of the .’Plon still 
leaves Russin oa very long way 
behind the United States in pro- 
duction and it has been uchleved 
only by putting the needs of the 
people in consumption gouds and 
housing at the bottom of thi 
lists of the targets-—su far down 
that-even the 150 target fsures 
ore still far below normal stan- 
dards of consumption !n Western 
Furope. Even a people ao 
dragooned as the Russians must 
be feellng the strain. 

Criticisms 

Thore-are numerous signs that 
they arg, Side by side with 
oMcial propagafida about the 
success of the Plan this ycar, has:

Three months ogo the leading 
experts in the vital conl and steel 
industries were = stummoncd to a 
rpecin’ cenference at Stalin, In 
the Den Basin, to discuss mea- 
sures to remedy disturbing ten- 
dencies in those Industries. . 

The Donbnass coal industry. 
after reaching: pre-war  produc- 
tion level in 1949, had be-~ 
come stationary; the mighty 
Zaporazhyc steel plant, whose 
re-building after the war was the 
ftentest feat of Russion industry, 
was consistently falling to keep 
to its production” schedule. 

These are not cncouraging 
omens for the further Pians that 
Stalin has in mind, 

Last spring brought 
erfsty In agriculture. | Immedin- 
tely after the electoral cetcbra- 
tions in thé two supreme bodies 
in the Soviet State, the Counctl 
of ‘Ministers and the Central 
Cominittee of the Communist 
Purty, were thundering rebukes 
jn all directions on the farming 
front, 

Ministries, Party officials and 
farm ndministratlons all came in 
for their share of blame for the 
spring sowing being behind

Real threat 


The panic was justified, since 
on the agricultural output de- 
pends industrial expansion, 

All these signs of strain-—and 
they could be multiplied unt!l 
they show n very curious state of 
dishdeesty and corruntion even 
within the holy of holies, the 
Party itself—are the price that 
Stalin. Is paying for his cynical 
decision to launch on urms race 
immediately after the exhaustion 
of the war. : 

At that price he has achieved a 
numerical superiority In forces 
which makes anything Western 
Union can field against him at 
this moment derisory, But he 
still has not proved that his peo- 
ple, driven as they are, can eatch 
up the West in industrial power, 
on which armies rely, . 

‘The real threat of his divistons 
would rather scem to be thelr 
influence in diverting -the re- 
sources of the United States and 
Europe.--from-- peaceful ---recovery 
to rearmament In the hope. that, 
in countries where the. ‘people 
demand more attenticn than in 
Russia, the strain and hardship 
involved will paradoxically bring 
the. democracies nenver revolu- 
tion. i 

It would be ironic if the Rus- 
sian armles were more useful to 
Stalin's long-term purposes by 
sitting in their camps than by

Dilemma of the West

Outside Westminster it will be 
October, with all- that October 
can mean in Britain, Inside the 
new House of Commons it will bo 
spring agaln,. with conditions, and 
again we quole, “tending for cool 
hends and warm fect and not vice 
verso,” with gently flowing 
mochine-driven zephyrs “that will 
tend to produce conditions con- 
duclve to alertness and to avoid 
any portion of the anatomy being 
subject to a constant air current 
in any one direction.” 

Oficial opening of the new 
Chamber will be on Thursday, 
October 26. On that’ day MPs 
will quit the red-plush! Lords 
Chamber which they have been 
using for six years—and which 
hns been the scene of so much 
legislution that has caused so 
much distress to so many—aond 
take over the new Chamber 
where the motif is ‘green and 
spring is eternal. 

It was.in the early hours of 
May 10, 1941, that four high- 
explosive bombs, one of them a 
dud, hit the Commons and started 
fires which wrecked the entire 
block.

On seven floors 


Taken out of Westminster. the 
block would look massive. It is 
20 yards long and hos seven floors, 
Two floors are below ground and 
the other five are built around 
the Chamber and house scores of 
rooms for Ministers, MPs, officials, 
reporters, staff, and engincers. 

The job has now reached the 
finishing stages and for the past 
week experts have been making 
vital tests of the alr conditioning 
and acoustics, to make sure that, 
MPs will always have a cool head 
and warm feet and that he will 
be heard. Apart from metal 
strips in the floor as foot warmers, 
the air conditioning operates to 
move the air in the Chamber 
laterally. 

The aim js to keep even tem- 
peratures, 65 degrees in the day- 
time and 70 degrees at night, and 
to extract “vitiated and hot air" 
as quickly os possible. 

By the flick of a switch engl- 
neers will be able to make the 
lateral zephyrs blow from the 
Government to the Opposition 
benches or the ,other way, and 
pump in ~~ “freshly —~aundered" 
spring-like air at the rate of 2,000 
cuble feet per MP per hour, 
(This is roughly twice the ration 
of alr you get when you go to a 
local theatre). 

When the House fs sitting there 
will alway$ be an engineer on 
duty watching alr conditions in 
the Chamber. : 

He will sit at’a. control panel 
and keep a look-out on the House 
through a glant periscope (claim- 
ed to be the biggest in the world) 
which will enable him’ to sce just 
how many.

of his inguguration as President 
could have foreseen what terrible 
decisions he would have to take 
‘or with what resilience and firm-" 
ness ho would take them, 


The contrast ‘ between . the 
modest, hard-working, modcrate- 
ly conspicuous senator he had 
been Jess than a year before and 
the President of the United States, 
struck. American imaginations 
very forelbly, Less. prominent 
politicians than he had succeeded 
to the Presidency by the death of 
the incumbent, but they had not 
rucceeded so world-renowned 1 
figure nor in such terrible times. 


And though all wished him 
well, and he knew on honcymoon 
period of general popularity,

He had nothing like our Cabinct 
to support, counsct and cushion 
him. And ho had very soon to 
take a tremendous decision indeed 
—to;drop the atomic bomb. He 
had to decide whether to continue 
the policy of scttling all things in 
agreement with Russia or take 
note of the cold wind that began 
to blow from Moscow with the 
destruction of the Third" Reich.
